She told him that she 
owed a man named Hart of Superior, 
some money and that if she didn't 
pay it at once she would g et into 
i trouble. 
Patton g ave her a check for 
$20, payable to Hart, which Mrs. 
WbiDnan was to return in ease Hart 
did not call for the money. 
instead of doing this the woman 
w’ent to the Spalding hotel and asked 
the clerk to cash the check. 
The 
clerk took the check, looked it over 
and hauded it back, say.ng that it 
had to be endorsed 
Mrs. Whitman 
then endorsed Hart’s name on the 
back of the paper and received the 
money. 
This was on Friday. 
On 
Saturday Hart was in town and the 
fact that the endorsement had been 
forg ed was discovered.

The people of the 
United States have been repeatedly 
warned if the country was voted into 
e demc 
paying 
of 
the 
Southern 
people 
for 
damag es inflicted on them by invad­ 
ing armies would become important. 
It has been the way of the democrats 
to be g reatly amused by this sug g es­ 
tion aud treat it as preposterous. 
At 
the same time, all the states that were 
iu the southern confederacy are full 
of claims, covering everything , from 
fence rails burned and pig s and chick­ 
ens missing to horses and slaves run 
away and alleg ed silverware and pian­ 
os. 
A favorite job is to demand pay 
for damag e done churches while occu­ 
pied by United States troops. 
They 
were often taken for hospitals and a 
church claim of any sort is apt to be 
handled with 
delicacy. 
Next 
to 
churches come cotton claims. 
It was 
at first the southern theory that their 
cotton was indispensable, and 
the 
world wanted it so badly the United 
States would be crushed by foreig n 
¡lowers if an attempt was made to 
blockade the ports of the sacred aad 
sunny soil of the south, not quite so 
solid then as now. 
Cotton, it was be­ 
lieved, would secure southern indepen­ 
dence. 
At first it was thoug ht the 
better way to use it was to burn it. 
Then some northern g enerals were 
much interested in capturing it. Sher­ 
man at last assisted the fiery souther 
ners to burn it, and has not been for­ 
g iven yet. 
Gen. Wilson, whose troops 
captured J eff Davis, destroyed a vast 
amount of cotton, and his conduct is 
not approved to this day by the g en­ 
tlemen who lost the lost cause. 
The 
southern claim theory is that if once 
the churches 
and cotton can be 
handled for “ relief,” the system of 
compensation will be established; and 
it is of g reat promise. 
Under the 
prevalent political theories, the arg u­ 
ments for the payment of the claims 
for the damag es inflicted upon the 
southern people in violation of the 
constitution are very strong . 
We 
have a file, that seems incomplete, of 
bills introduced by Senator Irby, of 
South Carolina, on Aug 31, read 
twice and referred to the committee 
on claims. 
There are 33 of these 
documents in hand, numbered in the 
seven and eig ht hundreds. 
Thirty- 
one of the lot are cotton claims. 
It 
i9 claimed that the cotton was taken 
and sold by the United States during 
the late war. 
One claim is for $8,100 “ for the use 
and occupation of workshops and 
material in the city of Charleston,” 
and another for $10,000 “ for value of 
property taken by ihe United States 
officials” for the use of the army. 
In the cotton claims, Robert W. 
Fuller, deceased, wants $40,000; Geo. 
W. Williams & Co. want $19,772.40 
for 147 bales of upland cotton: Francis 
Capers calls for $8,000; the Pope 
family, $42,000; Senbrook, $50.000, 
and the other sums claimed in this 
batch of bills are: 
$3,300, $33,000, 
$50,000, $49,000, $25,000, $59,500, $11,- 
000, $1,250, $30,000, $153,000, $40,000, 
$18,000, $28,000, $8,800, $17,000, $23 
000, $7,000, 21,000, $18,000, $15,000, 
$7,200, 
$15.000, 
$35,000, 
$12,000, 
another $12,000, $35,000. 
In the larg e 
majority of cases, these bills are for 
the relief of heirs. 
A g eneration of 
claimants have passed away. 
Many 
of the claims are tentative. 
Behind 
them is an endless procession. 
Once 
fix the g rip of the democratic party 
on the country, and the claims will 
be thick as J ersey mosquitoes or Kan­ 
sas g rasshoppers. 
The senator from 
South Carolina means business. 
He 
merely heads the procession.

The Anoka Union receutly con­ 
tained the following article, which 
will l» e interesting reading , as it shows 
the kind of men sent here from tl e 
south to fill places to w hich Minne­ 
sota Democrats should have been aj - 
pointed. 
The following is the article 
in full: 
"It will l» e remembered by many 
who read this article, that on the 8th 
day of J une, 1893, f i f t e e n Chippewa 
Republican land examiners were re 
moved without cause, and without 
questioning their fitness and experi- 
ence to ¡» erform their duties, by Hoke 
Smith, the Democratic secretary of 
the interior and their places filled with 
some of the pets of the new adminis­ 
tration. 
'The new appointees 
were 
without any experience or knowledg e 
of the duties demanded of them. 
“ In order that all may know what 
the duties of these examiners are, it 
will be well to publish some extracts 
from their instructions: The exam­ 
iners ‘shall g o upon said lands thus 
surveyed and ¡» en-onally make a cire­ 
ful, complete and throug h examina­ 
tion of the same by forty acre lots for 
the purpose of ascertaining ou which 
lots or tracts there is standing or 
g rowing piue timber *** 
The min­ 
utes of such examination to t» e at the 
time entered in the books provided 
for that purpose, showing with par­ 
ticularity the amount ana quality of 
ail pine timber standing or g rowing 
on any lot or tract, the amount of 
such piue timber to l>e estimated by 
feet iu a manner usual in estimating 
such timber. 
Ttffi chief examiner 
may divide the corps of examiners in­ 
to parties of three and each one of 
the three must, at different times, ex­ 
amine and rej» ort upon each of the 
forty acre tracts assig ned to that 
party, the primary and g reat object 
of these instructions and this pro­ 
ceeding being to obtain the separate, 
unbiased and uninfluenced judg ment 
of each examiner as to the amount of 
standing or g rowing pine timber.’ 
4 It is the purpose of this article to 
show that everyone, with a sing le ex­ 
ception, of the new appintees are 
wholly incompetent to perform the 
duties required of them, and that 
nearly all of them were ap|» ointed to 
please some one close to Hoke Smith, 
of Georg ia. 
“ One of the appointees is Robert 
M. Hall, a nephew of Hoke Smith, 
and who claims that his father is a«*- j 
sistant attorney g eneral of the United j 
States. 
Ho is about thirty years of | 
ag e and knows nothing , nor pretends j 
to know anything abont pine. 
Hali 
has not done a stroke of work since | 
his appointment, claiming that he was j 
sick, but he was not too sick to lie j 
around Thief River Falls and the : 
Red Lake ag ency and draw his pay. 
An acquaintance was chaffing hitu j 
upon having so soft a niiap and his 
reply way ‘that they mig ht all g o to 
h—l,ihat he was up there to stay and 
draw his six dollars a day.’ 
“ It is interesting to learn how some 
of these appointments were made. 
“ A mail who has always lived in 
Washing ton, bat claims residence in 
Nebraska went to Secretary Morton 
seeking a position, after having failed 
in everything else. 
Tt;e „ acretary 
went to lio xe Smith with him and 
asked that he be g iven somethiug . 
Hoke Kmith replied: 
“That be mig ht 
send him onto those Chippewa lands 
in Minnesota,’ and turned arouud to 
his clerk aud instructed him to make 
out his commission, saying :

U{>on being told he said: 
*1 don’t 
know a pine tree from a basswood 
and I dun’c see what in h—1 they ap­ 
pointed me for, when I don’t know 
anything about the work.’ 
This fel­ 
low appeared without a compass, or 
anything necessary to carry out in­ 
structions. 
‘‘Another one of those appointees 
was a man from New York who loved 
whiskey 
too 
well. 
Two 
months 
passed after his leaving Washing ton 
before he arrived at the ag ency, hav­ 
ing the appearance of being upon a 
big and continuous druuk. After g et­ 
ting sober he made inquiries of what 
his duties were, and ascertaining , he 
picked up his duds and soug ht civil­ 
ization and rot g ut whiskey ag ain in 
New York. 
“ It is not necessary to g o into any 
moro individual cases. 
There is no 
question but \yhat these appointments 
are totally unfit. 
Since J une 8th the 
work performed will not amount to a 
row’ of pins, but still there are Demo­ 
crats who muot be provided for, and 
allow'ed to draw full pay 
whether 
they work or not. 
"In the interest of reform. Hoke 
Smith removes fifteen men of practical 
experience, who have complete know­ 
ledg e of timber, most of them being 
men who have been iu the woods all of 
their lives, and fills their places with a 
lot of tenderfoot southerners with no 
experience 
or knowledg e of their 
duties. 
Comment is unnecessary aud 
it is left for tho public to draw its 
ow’o conclusions.” 


For Fallen Men. 
Lady Cook, of London, once known 
on this side of the w'ater as Tenny C. 
Claflin, is once more attracting at­ 
tention in her favorite field. 
With 
some of her frinds she is about to 
bring into existence a rescue society 
for men, similiar to the various rescue 
societies established for women in the 
Lig cities of the old and new world, 
and the big object of which is to wean 
tho sterner sex from habits of immor­ 
ality. 
She has also drafted a bill for 
an ammendment to the criminal law 
act which will be introduced at the re­ 
assembling of parliment, and by which 
men convicted of either casual, occa­ 
sional or frequent visits at houses of ill 
repute,public or private, may be amen­ 
able to tho law concerning “ rog ues and 
vag abonds,” aod by which they may be 
summarily sentenced to any term of 
hard labor not exceeding one year by 
tho sitting mag istrate without theop- 
tion of a trial by jury.—Teleg ram

The orig in of maize, or Indian corn, 
is unknown, but it was first culti­ 
vated by whit® men on the J ames 
river. Virg inia, m 160S. 
It is, says 
Mr. C. J . Murphy, about the only 
product of America that is not appre 
ciated in Europe 
American wheat, 
ootton, fruits and meats are now 
well known in the world’s markets, 
but maize is still shunned for use In 
the human dietary of the British 
isles and most of the continent. 
Yet 
analysis proves that the nutritive 
value of maize cannot be less than 
five-sixths of that of wheat. 
This 
food is, moreover, o f remarkable 
healthfulness. Dyspepsia was scarce­ 
ly known in Amenca fifty years ag o, 
when maize was the principal food. 
A surprising number of delicacies 
ind inexpensive dishes is now sup­ 
plied. not less than 130 recipes for 
boiling , baking and cooking this 
g reat staple having been tested and 
approved. 
The annual surplus of 
maize in the United States ls enor­ 
mous. 
It is used for feeding cattle 
and hog s, in making g lucose, starch, 
beer and whisky, and recently for 
producing oil. 
No part of the plant 
is lost. 
The fodder is valuable food 
for animals, and has been used as 
fuel in treeless parts °f the west, 
while the husks are made into paper 
or employed for filling mattresses, 
packing fruits and wrapping cig ar*.

ATTORNEY AT LAW 
An U ndervalued P roduct. 
Tile origin of maize, or Indian corn, 
is unknown, but it was first culti­ 
vated by whit© men on the Jame# 
river, Virginia, in 1608. It is, says 
Mr. C. J. Murphy, about the only 
product of America that is uot appre­ 
ciated in Europe. 
American wheat, 
cotton, fruit© and meats are now 
well known in the world’s markets, 
but maize is still shunned for use in 
the human dietary of the British 
isles and most of the continent. 
Yet 
analysis proves that the nutritive 
value of maize cannot be lees than 
five-sixths of that of wheat. This 
food is, moreover, of remarkable 
healthfulness. Dyspepsia was scarce­ 
ly known in America fifty years ago, 
when maize was the principal food. 
A surprising number of delicacies 
and inexpensive dishes Is now sup­ 
plied, not less than 130 recipes for 
boiling, baking and cooking this 
great staple having been tested and 
approved. The annual surplus of 
maize in the United Btates us enor­ 
mous. It is used for feeding cattle 
and hogs, in making glucose, starch, 
beer and whisky, and recently for 
producing oil, 
No part of the plant 
is lost. The fodder is valuable food 
for animals, and has been used as 
fuel in treeless parts of the west, 
while the husks are made into paper 
or employed for filling mattresses, 
packing fruits and wrap]liner cigars. 


G o v e r n m e n t E n te r p r ise . 
A hundred years ago an inventive 
English nobleman declared that It 
was possible to make a ship move by 
the aid of “-steam,” without “masts 
or sails, ” and haring spent as much 
as he was prepared to afford on re­ 
peated costly plans craved some as­ 
sistance from tho state. 
Of course 
the department (tieing a wet blanket) 
stringently tied up its loan, but hav­ 
ing become persuaded by the result 
of his experiments that he had hope 
of success it undertook to build a 
small vessel for the would be in­ 
ventor, to lie navigated “by the 
6team engine,” on the condition that 
if it failed “all the expense should be 
made good by him.” 
This generous enterprise of Lord 
Stanhope was highly lauded at the 
time, the popular verdict being thus 
expressed, ‘ If it answer, the advan­ 
tage to the public, particularly in in 
land navigation, will be immense.” 
In this case the recognition of a 
pioneer's possible “usefulness” was 
exceptionably favorable. — Cornbin 
Magazine.

The men x vo rk f« *r the co m­ 
pany , and the wo men and children do 
a little independent fishing, bu t mo re 
regu ltrly f« *llo x v the cannery sco ws 
an« l fill their cano es with rejected sal­ 
mo n. as cauners use o nly abo ut a third 
o f all fish seined. Thus, in midsummer, 
Alaska villages are as o mpty o f their 
first families as any Eastern city , and 
the to urists so<* clo sed ho uses and no t 
a third o f the regular inhabitants. 
Census enumerato rs wo rk zealo usly , 
bu t vainly , iu attem pting to co unt the 
natives when they are scattered in re­ 
mo test no o ks all o ver the archipelago , 
half o f them paddling their « *ano« *s 
fro m o ne place to ano ther, and as likely 
to be eo unt« *d twice as no t at all during 
the summer. 
The white man's fisheries are mo re 
pro saic, l**ss fr.tgn.nt and never pic­ 
turesque in themselves. One finds the 
canneries in the fu rthest no o ks ami 
niches o f the archipelago , each with a 
finer landscape setting than the last. 
There is alway s a mo untain back­ 
gro und and a clear brawling stream 
co ming fro m the dense fo rest.—H a* 
per’s Weekly .

Alaska villages ar** as empty of their 
first families as any Eastern city, ami 
the tourists sec closed houses and not 
a third of the regular inhabitants. 
Census enumerators work zealously, 
but vainly, in attem pting to count the 
natives when they are scattered In re­ 
motest nooks all over the archipelago, 
half of them paddling their canoes 
from one place to another, and as likely 
to be counted twice as not at all during 
the summer. 
The white man's fisheries are more 
prosaic, h-ss fragrant ami never pic­ 
turesque in themselves. One finds tho 
canneries in the furthest nooks and 
niches of the archipelago, each with a 
finer landscape setting than the last. 
There is always a mountain back­ 
ground and a clear brawling stream 
coming from the dense forest.—Hal*
